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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to independent claim 42 chnages the scope of the claim and would require a further search 
and/or consideration since there are now dependent claims that depend on a limitation that was not previously required during prosecution. 
The Applicant has argued the intended purpose of the prior art. However, the examiner reminds that applicant that this is an apparatus 
claim and the intended function is not give full patentable weight. As long as the prior art meets the structural limitations and is capable of 
performing the function, then the prior art meets the limitation as claimed. The applicant further argues that LEDs 2a,2b and 2c cannot be 
considered a first and second light source. However, the Examiner disagrees. The different LEDs are used to to emit light and therefore 
each LED can be considered a light source. In regards to Applicant arguments, that Katsuda does not disclose switching between first and 
second light sources. The Examiner respectfully disagrees and points out para [01 11] where Katsuda discloses that only a few of the LEDs 
are turned on and an embodiment where all the LEDs (i.e. various light sources) can be turned on. Therefore, it is the Examiner's position 
that Katsuda meets the limitations as claimed
